Interview Summary 



Applicants submit the following Interview Summary pursuant to 37 CFR §1.133. 

On June 22, 2007, Applicants' attorney participated in a telephonic interview with 
Examiner Christopher Koharski. Applicants' attorney and Examiner Koharski discussed the 
prior art of record, specifically U.S. Patent No. 6,517,537 to Ein-Gal. Examiner Koharski also 
indicated that a supplemental search for prior art was conducted, and cited U.S. Patents No. 
5,540,656; 6,485,482; 5,269,751; 6,090,1 18; and 5,449,372. Further, the Examiner requested 
formal drawings be submitted. 

Examiner Koharski maintained the grounds for final rejection of Applicants' claims as 
written but indicated that the search results revealed that Applicants' invention bears patentable 
elements. Further, he suggested language for additional claim limitations. The Examiner 
kindly indicated that he would discuss Applicants' proposed amended claims with Applicants 
as a courtesy.
